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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 15 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
containing subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as 
to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly 
connected, to make and/or use the invention. 'Core regrind' is not clearly defined in the 
specification. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 2, 4-8, and 12-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 

as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 

matter which applicant regards as the invention. The subject matter regarding the 

relativity of a core comprising zirconium dioxide is not clear. Is applicant attempting to 

claim a negative limitation? 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
(e) the invention was described in- 

(1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed in the United States 
before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the 
treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effect under this subsection of a national application 
published under section 122(b) only if the international application designating the United States was 
published under Article 21(2)(a) of such treaty in the English language; or 

(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent, except that a patent shall not be deemed filed in the United 
States for the purposes of this subsection based on the filing of an international application filed under 
the treaty defined in section 351(a). 

Claims 1-14, 16, and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by Yokota '295. Yokota discloses a golf comprising a one-piece solid core or a thread 
rubber wound core and cover (col 2, line 55). The core comprises a high cis 
polybutadiene with a cis content of at least 80%, a vulcanizing agent and tungsten. The 
core may also include additional fillers. Applicant claims the volume of tungsten in the 
core is about 0.48% (12.875 parts by weight according to Example 1). Yokota discloses 
a core with 5 to 50 parts by weight of tungsten, which includes applicant's amount. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 15 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 

over Yokota '295 in view of Sullivan '553. Yokota substantially discloses the invention 

as shown above but fails to mention core regrind as a filler. Yokota does recite any type 



of filler may be used for weight adjustment. Core regrind is a common filler used in golf 
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ball cores as shown by Sullivan (col 22). One skilled in the art would have modified the 
invention of Yokota by adding core regrind as a filler to achieve the desired weight of 
the golf ball.
